REPORT TO THE SECRETARY OF THE BOARD OF 
AGRICULTURE AND FISHERIES. 

Sir, 

I submit Part I. of the Agricultural Statistics of 1908, compris- 
ing the Returns of Crops and Live Stock collected by means of the 
Annual Schedule in June last. The collection of the Returns was as 
usual undertaken by the officers of Inland Revenue in Great Britain, 
and in the Isle of Man and Channel Islands through the Lieutenant- 
Governors. . Summaries of the corresponding Returns for Ireland were 
again supplied by the Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction. 

Census of Production. 

In connection with the Census of Production which for other 
industries is taken by the Board of Trade under the provisions 
of the Census of Production Act, 1906, the Board undertook to 
obtain statistical data to form so far as possible a sufficient basis for 
calculating the total production of the land of Great Britain. Relying 
upon the co-operation of the great majority of occupiers of land, and in 
view of the fact that a considerable amount of information was already 
available in the annual Returns of Acreage, Live Stock and Produce, the 
Board refrained from seeking compulsory powers similar to those 
applicable to other industries. It is satisfactory to report that their 
confidence in the public spirit and enlightened self-interest of farmers has 
been largely justified. A supplementary schedule was added to the ordi- 
nary schedule which farmers were asked to fill up. Information was 
requested as to (1) Breeds of Live Stock kept ; (2) Poultry kept and 
sold ; (3) Dairy produce produced and sold ; (4) Wool ; (5) Labour em- 
ployed, and (6) Motive power on the farm. It was evident that to a 
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large number of occupiers of land some of these enquiries would not be 
applicable, and that in many other cases farmers would find it im- 
possible from lack of definite records to give the information desired. 
The response, however, largely exceeded expectations, and it was found 
that of a total of about 517,000 schedules nearly four-fifths contained 
more or less detailed answers to one or other of the supplementary 
enquiries. The whole of the schedules were forwarded in due course by 
the Inland Revenue to the Board, and are now in course of examina- 
tion and tabulation. 

This, however, is only one stage in the enquiries which are being 
conducted. The examination of the schedules enables further enquiries 
on particular points to be addressed to special classes of occupiers. For 
example, information as to the production of fruit and of other special 
crops grown by a limited number of persons can be sought from those 
who are found from the main schedule to have returned land as under 
those crops. A special schedule has been sent out to hop-growers, and 
another to owners of woodlands — the latter based on the enquiry into 
the acreage of woods made in 1905. One of the most important of these 
special schedules is being distributed to all those — over 300,000 — who 
returned themselves in June last as owning agricultural or unbroken 
horses. The information returned in the annual schedule gives 
the number of horses in three groups, viz., (1) Horses used for agricultural 
purposes, including mares kept for breeding ; (2) Unbroken horses one 
year and above, and (3) Unbroken horses under one year. The special 
Horse schedule now being distributed is designed to furnish accurate 
data of the number of stallions, mares, and geldings, of different breeds 
and ages, including those kept for other than agricultural purposes. The 
object of obtaining this information is two-fold. It will enable a 
calculation to be made with a closer degree of accuracy than has hither- 
to been possible of the total stock of horses kept on the land, and of 
the annual production of different classes of horses. Further than this, 
it will provide the Board with valuable information in connection with 
the scheme now under consideration for the encouragement of horse- 
breeding in Great Britain ; and will facilitate the establishment of a 
register of the owners of suitable stallions and brood mares of different 
breeds, which is the initial step towards the foundation of a system for 
the improvement of horse breeding. 

The value of the special enquiries by the Board is obviously 
dependent upon the assistance rendered by those to whom they. are 
addressed. It is perhaps not always appreciated that British 
Agriculture in these days is not so much a single industry as a 
congeries of industries. Corn-growing, stockbreeding, stock-feeding, 
milk-selling, butter-making, cheese-making, although to a large extent 
inter-dependent and overlapping, are also each of them specialised 
branches of agricultural production , and the calculation of the output 
from each branch requires the collection of separate data which are only 
in a partial degree available, and which it is impracticable to 
obtain by an annual enquiry. But beyond these main branches of 
farming there are now many other so-called minor branches which 
cannot be overlooked in considering the total production of the land, 
and which, with the increase of intensive cultivation, are yearly 
becoming of greater importance. Fruit-growing, vegetable-growing, 
flower-growing, poultry-keeping, bee-keeping, all contribute largely to 
the sum total of agricultural production, and of all of them the statis- 
tical information at present available is very meagre, To remedy iq 
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some degree these defects in our knowledge, and to afford a better 
measure of the economic position of Agriculture in relation to national 
wealth, are the primary objects of the special enquiries which the 
Board have undertaken, and for the successful result of which they 
confidently rely on the continued co-operation of occupiers of land 
throughout the country. 

Publication op Returns. 

It was feared that some delay might be caused by the additions to 
the annual schedule made for the purpose of these special enquiries, 
but it is satisfactory to report that the delivery of the returns by the 
Inland Revenue was very little retarded. Within three days of the 
receipt of the last returns the Board were as usual able to publish a 
preliminary statement giving the total figures of the acreage of crops, 
and number of live stock in Great Britain. This was issued on 
August 31st, or only five days later than in the previous year. The 
pressure on the Statistical Branch occasioned by the special enquiries, 
and work incidental thereto, has involved some delay in the issue of 
this part of the Agricultural Statistics, but the summary giving the 
principal county figures was issued to occupiers as usual during 
September. 

Divisional Map and Tables. 

The system of grouping the counties of Great Britain in more or 
less homogeneous divisions has been adopted for many years past for 
the convenient presentation of the Agricultural Returns. In the first 
instance a broad division into eastern and western counties, dividing 
roughly the corn-growing from the grazing districts, was adopted. 
The inconvenience, however, of treating as part of one division 
counties so distant and diverse as, for example, Cumberland and 
Cornwall led in the first instance to the bisection of each of the two 
main divisions and again to the bisection of each of these divisions. 
The counties of England therefore have since 1894 been grouped 
in four main divisions each comprising two sub-divisions— or eight 
groups in all. This grouping is as follows : — • 

I. (a) Bedford, Huntingdon, Cambridge, Suffolk, Essex, 
Hertford, Middlesex, London. 

(i) Norfolk, Lincoln, East Riding. 

II. (a) Kent, Surrey, Sussex, Berks, Hants.

III. (a) Salop, Worcester, Gloucester, Wilts, Monmouth, 
Hereford.

(b) Cumberland, Westmorland, Lancashire, Cheshire, 
Derby, Stafford. 

So far as England is concerned this grouping, which has now become 
familiar from long usage, may conveniently be continued, but it 
appeared to me that in the case of Scotland and Wales some further 
division was desirable. The division of Scotland into only two unequal 
parts involved the linking together of very dissimilar units, and I have 
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therefore bisected each of the former divisions so as to make four 
groups of counties instead of two as formerly. These groups aie .

A map in which these groups of counties are indicated is prefixed to 
this volume for reference. 


In this connection a slight rearrangement of the earlier tables of this 
part has been made. Table 1 is now confined to the total figures for 
Great Britain, which are shown in relation not only to those of the 
previous year, but also to those of the decennial average, which afford 
a sounder basis for comparison. A new table (2) has been compiled 
showing the figures for each of the fourteen divisions above mentioned, 
the totals for England, Wales, and Scotland respectively being given 
after those for the divisions contained therein. The details for each 
county which formerly appeared in Table 2 are now given m Table 3. 


Distribution of Area. 


According to the latest measurement of the Ordnance Survey the total 
area of land in Great Britain is 50,199,980 acres. Of this, 26 per cent, 
is returned as actually under arable cultivation and 54 per cent, is 
ara=s-land returned either as permanent pasture or as rough grazings, 
while about 5 per cent, is woodland. Thus about 85 per cent, of the 
total surface of the country is accounted for in these returns, the 
remainder, amounting to rather more than. 8 million acres, comprising 
all the wide tracts occupied in urban districts for residential and 
industrial purposes, the land appropriated by roads, railways, mines, 
quarries, etc., as well as those areas which are unsuited for any agricul- 
tural or pastoral purposes. 


The shrinkage of the acreage returned as under crops and grass, i.e., 
what may properly be termed the “ farmed ” area, which has steadily 
continued year by year for the last seventeen years, was again apparent 
in 1908, the loss amounting to 32,000 acres on the year. Of the half 
a million acres by which, in round numbers, the farmed land of 
Great Britain has been reduced since 1891, a part no doubt consisted 
of land on the economic margin of cultivation which has reverted to 
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unproductiveness, but a large, and probably a larger, part has no doubt 
been withdrawn from farming for more profitable use. That the latter 
is the predominant cause at present appears to be indicated by the fact 
that, generally speaking, the loss of agricultural area has in late years 
been greatest in those counties where urban extension is most active. 
It might perhaps be expected that the restriction of agriculture by 
urban encroachment in some districts would be set 'off by its extension 
in other districts, and this does to a slight extent ocpur, although, as the 
figures show, the balance has always in recent years; been very much on 
the wrong side. There were, for instance, in 1908 : small extensions of 
the agricultural area in ten English counties, viz., Cornwall, Essex, 
Leicester, Lincoln, Norfolk, Northumberland, Salop, Suffolk, and the 
East and North Hidings of Yorkshire. In these cases it would appear 
that a breadth of land has been restored to farming use which was 
more than sufficient to balance what may be termed the normal inroad 
of the towns on the country. 

The conversion of arable land into pasture proceeds with equal 
certainty and at much greater speed than the reduction of the agricul- 
tural area. In 1908 the plough was stopped over 170,000 acres, 
while on the other hand 138,000 acres were added to grass. The total 
extent of arable land, which about thirty-five years ago amounted to’18J 
million acres, has now fallen to little more than 14 J million acres. The 
loss, as has frequently been pointed out, has been almost entirely in 
England and Wales, the reduction in Scotland having been com- 
paratively trifling. If the average of the three years 1876-8 be 
taken as a standard, it will be found that since that period the loss in 
England and Wales has exceeded 20 per cent., while in Scotland it 
has been less than 4 per cent. 

A somewhat similar, though less marked, dissimilarity may be found 
in different parts of England. Without attempting to trace the 
diversity in individual counties' it is sufficient to note the figures 
for groups of counties which are shown on the map. The 
reduction of arable land has been relativelj r least in the division 
where its total area was greatest, i.e., in the three counties of Norfolk, 
Lincoln, and the East Riding, where the loss in thirty years has been 
little more than 6 per cent. In the other group of predominantly 
corn-growing counties (I. a), which includes Bedford, Cambridge, 
Suffolk, Essex, etc., the reduction has amounted to 15 per cent. The 
greatest loss, amounting to about 30 per cent., has occurred in the 
Midland, West Midland, and South-Eastern groups of counties, while- 
the four South-Western counties and the Northern group 
(Northumberland, Durham, and the North and West Ridings) come 
next with a reduction of about 20 per cent. The North-Western sub- 
division (which includes Derby and Stafford) contains the smallest 
extent of land under the plough, and has lost about 10 percent, during 
the past thirty years. 


Agricultural Holdings. 

The reduction of cultivated area normally involves a decline in the 
number of holdings, although of course it is possible that the sub- 
division of farms in other districts might proceed to such a degree as 
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to counterbalance the loss in numbers of separate occupations. Tbe 
number of holdings of each class as returned in 1908 was as follows :—

The total number of holdings above 1 acre in Great Britain was less in 
June 1908, by 2,325 than in 1907, and the loss occurred mainly among 
those of 50 acres or less. Of the medium-sized farms, ,*•«■> from 50 to 
300 acres, only 90 disappeared, and of those above 300 acres only ^3. 
Notwithstanding this, it will be observed that holdings of not more 
than 00 acres still amount to nearly 340,000, or about 6 ( per cent, of 
the total number of separate occupations of agricultural land, it may 
be noted that in every group of holdings in each of the three countries 
there was some reduction— greater or less— with three exceptions. 
In Scotland there was an increase of 18 in the number of h °l<™S s 
between 5 and 50 acres, and of 15 in the number between 50 and 300. 
The larger farms — exceeding 300 acres — decreased by lo, and possibly 
therefore it was by tlieir sub-division that the additional smaller 
holdings were obtained. In Wales also there was an increase of 11 in 
the number of holdings between 5 and 50 acres. 

Some additional information bearing on the question of occupying 
ownership has been obtained this year, and the results will be found 
tabulated in Tables 12 and 13. Taking ad classes of holdings m 
Great Britain, the proportion owned or mainly owned by the occupiers 
is 19 per cent The highest proportion is found among the large 
farms, i.e., exceeding 300 acres, in which group, however it seems 
probable that a certain number of farms “ m hand might tend to 
raise the figures rather more than m the smaller groups, in the 
group of smallest holdings, between 1 and 5 acres, which, as was shown 
in last year’s Report, contains the largest proportion of holdings not 
« farmed for business,” the number of small residential properties 
would probably also tend to raise the number of occupying owner- 
ships But making allowance for these factors, which tend to disturb 
the calculation as a measure of the number of “ peasant proprietors ’ 
or “yeoman farmers,” the tables are of considerable interest, more 
especially as indicating the wide diversity of conditions in different 
counties and districts. Taking the two middle groups together the 
number of farms between 5 and 300 acres which are owned or mainly 
owned by their occupiers is 43,064, while if the smaller and larger 
groups are added the total amounts to 61,288. In terms of acreage 
(as shown in Table 11) the extent of agricultural land farmed by its 
owners is very nearly 4,000,000 acres. 
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Corn (3rops. 

The arda devoted to wheat, barley and oats in 1908 amounted 
to 6,403,088 acres, being 57,349 acres less than that in 1907, which 
was then the lowest recorded. Barley accounts for over three-fourths of 
the reduction, the wheat crop showing a small increase in acreage. 

The gains ( -+ ) and losses ( - ) of area under these three crops as 
compared with 1907 are shown for each division and for Great 
Britain as a whole in the following table : —

It may be pointed out that in the north-eastern counties the 
total area under the three crops increased by 3,069 acres, and in the 
south-eastern counties by 515 acres. 

The total area under Wheat in Great Britain in 1908 
was 1,626,733 acres, being an increase of 1,288 acres, or 0*1 
per cent., on 1907. The extension of area was confined almost 
wholly to the eastern, north-eastern and south-eastern counties 
of England, but a slightly larger acreage was also recorded in 
the south-western counties of England, and in the north-western 
counties of Scotland. The most notable increases of acreage were in 
Lincoln (8,811 acres), Suffolk (6,472 acres), Essex (6,412 acres), 
Norfolk (5,426 acres), Hampshire (4,119 acres), Kent (3,824 acres), 
Somerset (2,517 acres), Sussex (1,943 acres), Wiltshire (1,514 acres), 
and Dorset (1,217 acres). There were however some large reductions 
of the wheat area in the West Riding (6,572 acres), the North Riding 
(5,102 acres), Lancashire (2,828' acres), Shropshire (2,822 acres), 
Cornwall (2,598 acres), and Durham (2,489 acres), while in seven 
other counties of Great Britain the decrease was between 1,000 and 
2,000 acres. 

The area of Barley in Great Britain in 1908 was 1,667,437 acres, 
a decline of 44,657, or 2‘6 per cent., from the area of 1907. The 
acreage of 1908 is thus a minimum record. Of the 44,657 acres 
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withdrawn from this crop, 27,837 acres were in England, 12,891 
acres in Scotland, and 3,929 acres in Wales, these areas representing 
decreases of about 2 per cent., 6 per cent., and 4 per cent, respectively. 
The greater part of the area lost in England was in Divisions 1. and 
II., but this area appears to a large extent to have been diverted to 
the wheat crop. On the other hand, there were gains of 4,877 acres 
in the northern counties, and 1,414 acres in the west midland 
counties. While in England the reduction of barley acreage was 
partially attributable to the increased cultivation of wheat, in Scotland 
the reason is said to be found in a smaller demand. from the 
distillers. Taking the counties separately, there have been, m England, 
losses of 7,477 acres in Essex, 5,239 acres in Suffolk, 3,820 acres m 
Lincoln, 2,743 acres in Norfolk, 1,915 acres m Kent, 1,788 acres in 
Somerset, 1,360 acres in Northampton, 1,209 acres m Berkshire, 
1,118 acres in Bedford, 1,049 acres in Hampshire, and 1,028 acres m 
Devon; in Wales, 1,163 acres (6f per cent.) m Pembroke, and 1,065 
acres (84 per cent.) in Carmarthen ; in Scotland, 4,956 acres, (nearly 
20 per cent.) in Aberdeen, 1,447 acres (over 15 per cent.) in Banff 
1,444 acres (5 per cent.) in Forfar, 1,391 acres (nearly 12 per cent.) 
in Perth, and 1,377 acres (10 per cent.) in Kincardine. 

The Oat crop, declining by 13,980 acres to a total of 3^108,918 
acres, lost in 1908 some of the acreage gained in 1907. In England 
the reduction was 8,872 acres, in Scotland 2,795 acres, and in Wales 
2,313 acres. The total decrease represented only 0-4 per cent, of the 
area in 1907, but) there were considerable changes between 1907 and 
1908 in some districts. In Division I. alone the area of Oats was 
reduced by 11,570 acres, while Division IY. showed an extension of 
10,488 acres. The eastern counties of Scotland had. a net gain, of 
2,921 acres, the increase in the northern half of this division amounting 
to 6,364 acres, but the net decline in the western division was 5,716 
acres. The most notable extensions of area in separate counties were 
in the West Biding (4,408 acres, or 5J per cent.), Lancashire (3,523 
acres, or 44 per cent.), Aberdeen (2,081 acres, or 1 per cent.), Stafford 
(1,630 acres, or nearly 4^- percent.), Perth (1,583 acres, or nearly 2-| per 
cent.), and the North Biding (1,426 acres, or 2 per cent.). In Perth, 
and to a less extent in Aberdeen, these increases compensate for 
the restriction of the areas under Barley. The counties with large 
reductions are Lincoln (3,125 acres), Essex (2,083 acres), and Wiltshire 
(2,039 acres). Suffolk, Hertford, Norfolk, the East Biding, Kent, 
Hampshire, Devon, Berwick and Ayr, each lost between 1,000 and 
2,000 acres. 

In 1908, the area of Rye was once more reduced, and stood at 52,744 
acres, this being 8,467 acres, or 13f per cent., lower than in 1907. A 
decrease took place in all but three English counties. 

Over two-thirds of the additional land brought under Beans in 1907 
was withdrawn from the crop in 1908, when the total area was 295,024 
acres, or 14,706 acres (4'7 per cent.) less than in the previous year. 
7,525 acres were lost in the north-eastern, 6,972 acres in the mid- 
land, and 2,142 acres in the northern counties. The decrease was 
also general throughout Wales and Scotland. In the eastern counties 
of England, however, a further 4,075 acres were added to the area 
under the crop, which is there said to be displacing oats for feeding 
purposes, and has been giving good yields. There was also an extension 
of area in the south-eastern counties. In Lincoln the decrease was 
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5,792 acres (13f per cent.), in the East Riding 1,968 acres (23 per cent.), 
in Shropshire 1,774 acres (60 per cent.), and in Nottingham 1,016 acres 
(over 19 per cent.). 

Peas lost some of the ground regained in 1907, and the area in 1908 
was 163,739 acres, compared with 166,136 acres in the preceding year 
and 153,979 acres in 1906. Over 3,000 acres were withdrawn from 
this crop in Yorkshire alone, and the decrease was apparent in nearly 
all English and Welsh counties outside Division I. In this division a 
net gain of 4,947 acres is recorded, 3,120 acres being in Lincoln, 
944 acres in Norfolk, 785 acres in Suffolk, and 491 acres in Essex. 


Root Crops. 

The total area planted with Potatoes in 1908 was 562,105 acres, 
an extension of 13,185 acres, or 2 '4 per cent. About 70 per cent, of 
the whole area is in England, 25 per cent, in Scotland, and nearly 
5 per cent, in Wales. Farmers were encouraged to devote more land 
to potatoes in 1908, by the deficient production and the consequent 
higher prices ruling in 1907. The increase in England was 9,192 
acres, mainly in the eastern and north-eastern counties, 3,441 acres 
being added in Lincolnshire, and 1,717 acres in Cambridgeshire. 
There were also 1,402' acres more planted in the West Riding, and 
1,033 acres in Kent. In many English counties, however, small 
reductions of the area took place, and in Wales, the area of the crop 
declined by 811 acres. In Scotland, all but eight counties showed 
a larger acreage, the more noteworthy increases being in Ayrshire 
where 772 acres were gained after a loss of over 1,000 acres in 1907, 
and in Forfar, where 748 acres more were planted than in 1907. The 
fluctuations in the yearly acreage of potatoes in Great Britain during 
the past thirty years are shown in the following diagram : — 



The area of Turnips and Swedes amounted in 1908 to 1,550,897 
acres, being 12,081 acres, or 0'8 per cent., less than in 1907. About 
two-thirds of the total acreage is found in England, where 5,804 acres 
were lost; the decrease in Scotland being 5,197 acres, and in Wales 
1,080 acres. To the difficulties of the seed-time the reduction in 
acreage was probably mainly due. In the northern and north-western 
counties of England there was a gain of 1,856 acres, but in the rest of 
England, 7,660 acres were lost, 2,705 acres of which were in Lincoln- 
shire. 
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Mangolds did not in 1908 show the extension of acreage which 
has been generally apparent in recent years. There was a diminution 
of the total area by 22,281 acres, or 5 per cent., due probably , as in the 
case of turnips, largely to unfavourable weather at sowing time. 
The principal reductions in the individual counties were in the North 
Biding (1,710 acres, 21 per cent.), the West Biding (1,705 acres, 
19 per cent.), Suffolk (1,334 acres, 3f per cent.), Shropshire (1,277 
acres, nearly 12 per cent.), Norfolk (1,2-37 acres, 2 per cent.), and 
Lincoln (1,237 acres, nearly 5 per cent.). 

Other Crops. 

The area on which Cabbage was grown in 1908 was 69,120 acres, 
or 5,776 acres less than in 1907. The falling off was most noticeable 
in the eastern and south-eastern counties, but the decline was general 
throughout Great Britain. The area in Essex decreased by 715 acres 
(12 per cent.), in Kent by 664 acres (12J per cent.), and in Lincoln- 
shire by 526 acres (2 If per cent.). 

Kohl-rabi was also planted on a smaller area, 17,252 acres, . as 
compared with 20,687 acres in 1907, the decrease of 3,435 acres being 
equal to 16 *6 'per cent. A large proportion of the change occurred in 
the eastern counties, Essex alone losing 759 acres (15f per cent.). In 
Kent the area under the crop was extended from 1,359 acres to 1,807 
acres. 

The area under Rape showed a decrease of 5,610 acres in England, 
but increases of 201 acres and 632 acres occurred in Wales and 
Scotland respectively, making a net loss for Great Britain of 4,777 
acres (5 per cent.), the total acreage in 1908 being 86,495 acres. In 
England the northern counties added a little to their area. The 
counties with the greatest losses were Lincoln (658 acres, per 
cent.), Somerset (623 acres, 23 b per cent.), Wiltshire (534 acres, 6£ 
per cent.), Cambridge (477 acres, 14 7 *- per cent.), and Dorset (416 
acres, 25 per cent.). 

The total area of the three crops, cabbage, kohl-rabi and rape, 
in 1908 was 172,867 acres, which is less than in any year since 
1898, when the acreage was 165,724 acres. 

Vetches or Tares were grown on 126,083 acres in 1908, this being 
a decline of 27,973 acres, or 18-2 per cent. In Lincolnshire 3,220 acres 
were lost from this crop, in Essex 2,372 acres, in Suffolk 2,020 acres, 
and in Hampshire 1,910 acres, while in five other counties the 
decrease exceeded 1,000 acres. 

The area of Lucerne was 65,156 acres, an extension of 1,361 
acres since 1907. The crop is grown most extensively in Essex and 
Kent, and in the former county 1,423 acres were added to the area. 

The acreage under Buckwheat was 5,132 acres, or 397 acres less 
than in 1907. In Cambridge, the principal county for this crop, the 
area was extended from 1,628 acres to 1,860 acres. 

. The area of Carrots in 1908 was 9,922 acres, or 22J per cent, less 
than in the previous year. More than one-half of the decline took 
place in Cambridgeshire, Lincolnshire and the East Riding. 

3,357 acres were returned as under Onions, as compared with 3,646 
acres in 1907. 
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Flax lost' 86 acres (23 per cent.), and in 1908 only occupied 286 
acres in Great Britain. 

Hops. 

The acreage of Hops returned was 6,017 acres below that of 1907, 
this being the largest decline recorded in any year except 1887, when the 
loss amounted to 6,421 acres. Proportionately, however, the reduction of 
acreage in 1908 was the largest on record in any one year. The 
total area in 1908 was 38,921 acres, of which 23,975 acres were 
in Kent, 3,579 acres in Sussex, 3,353 in Worcester, 5,572 in Hereford, 
and 2,442 acres in Hampshire, Surrey, Shropshire and Gloucester. 
In Kent the reduction amounted to 4,194 acres (nearly 15 per 
cent.), of which 1,836 acres were in East Kent, 1,543 acres in Mid 
Kent, and 815 acres in the Weald. As the total reduction of . 
cultivated land in the county was not more than 2,009 acres, it 
appears that at least one-half of the area grubbed was appropriated 
to other crops, such as wheat, potatoes, or small fruit and orchards, 
all of which showed substantial extensions. In Sussex the reduction 
of the hop area on the year amounted to 16 per cent., in 
Hereford to more than 9 per cent., and in Worcester to nearly 7J per 
cent. The total acreage returned under hops in each year since 
1879 is shown in the following diagram. 
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Bare Fallow. 

The extent of land under Bare Fallow was greater by 50,000 acres 
in 1908 than in 1907, when it was reduced to a minimum. The 
unfavourable character of the season in the spring may be regarded as 
accounting for a reversion to the level of 1906. 

Fruit Crops. 

While practically no change is observable in the area returned 
under Orchards in 1908 when compared with the previous 
2,705 acres were added to the area returned as under Small Fruit* 
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This is the largest extension of the small fruit area recorded since 
1895, and represents 3’3 per cent, increase on the area in 1907. 
The counties in which the most noteworthy additions were made 
are Kent (1,117 acres, nearly 5 per cent.), Cambridge (621 acres, 
nearly 10 per cent.), Norfolk (520 acres, nearly 10 per cent.) 
and Middlesex (266 acres, 6J per cent.). Ini Scotland, Perth 
added 324 acres, or 13 per cent, to the area. The area returned as 
under orchards increased in Kent (915 acres), Worcester (505 
acres), Middlesex (305 acres) and Norfolk (222 acres). These are, 
however, discounted by small losses spread over the rest of Great 
Britain, the largest being one of 373 acres in Devonshire. In the 
following statement the acreages returned under the different 
kinds of fruit in 1908 are compared with the corresponding areas in 
1907, the figures being totals for Great Britain

Occupiers were asked to state how much of the acreage under 
orchards was also returned under small fruit and permanent grass 
respectively. It appears that 27,433 acres of small fruit was grown in 
orchards, so that the total extent of land under fruit cultivation in Great 
Britain was about 308,000 acres. In view of the fact that the some- 
what minute details now required in these returns were introduced 
for the first time in 1907 it is still necessary to assume a less degree of 
precise accuracy in the figures than is to be expected in more familiar 
items of the schedule, and it is probable that figures not only for the 
separate fruit crops, but also for the acreage returned under the two 
headings may have been more accurately returned in 1908 than in 
1907. There is a marked increase in the acreage of small fruit in 
orchards, which may possibly be attributable in some degree to more 
complete returns, but after allowing for this there seems to be 
evidence of some extension of the practice of dual cropping in fruit 
cultivation. Of the total acreage of orchards 63 per cent, is on grass, and 
it is to be observed that in the cider-growing counties practically the 
whole of the orchards are in this category. The local details, will be 
found in Tables 8 and 9. 
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Clover and Rotation Grasses. 

The area under Clover and Rotation Grasses diminished in 1908 
hy 69,374 acres or 1J per cent. Only six counties of England 
increased their area, the chief of these being Cornwall, which added 
4,477 acres. The decline in Wales was 8,608 acres, and in Scotland 
5,552 acres. The decrease, however, was chiefly in the acreage not 
mown, and in Scotland there was an increase of some 4,800 acres in 
the mown area, Aberdeen gaining 2,323 acres, Forfarshire 1,559 acres, 
and Orkney 1,172 acres. In England the mown area was extended 
chiefly in Nottingham, Essex and Cambridge, but there were 3,492 acres 
less in the West Riding, 2,761 acres in Lancashire, 2,210 acres in 
Derbyshire, and 2,000 acres less in Cheshire, while in twelve counties 
of England and Wales the decreases varied from 1,000 to 2,000 acres. 

The area of clovers not mown was smaller in each division of Great 
Britain. A loss of 10,000 acres, in Dumfries, was partially balanced 
by a gain of 9,000 acres in Ayrshire. In Cornwall the area was 5,345 
acres greater than in 1907, in Devon 4,072 acres less. In twelve 
counties of Great Britain the losses ranged from 2,000 to 3,000 acres, 
and in eightoen counties from 1,000 to 2,000 acres. 

Permanent Grass. 

There was, as already noted, an increase of 137,985 acres in 
Permanent Grass, the area of which stood in 1908 at 17,415,869 
acres, of which 4,949,791 acres were mown. Among single counties 
the greatest extensions of permanent grass were in Dumfries (12,852 
acres), and in Devonshire (10,856 acres), the greatest diminution being 
in Ayrshire (7,261 acres). The area reserved for hay was slightly less 
than in 1907 in England, but rather greater in Wales and Scotland, 
giving a net increase of 13,140 acres for Great Britain. 

Permanent Grass, “not for hay,” increased by 124,845 acres (1 per 
cent.), the gain in England amounting to 101,230 acres. The largest 
additions to this area occurred in Dumfries (11,072 acres'!, Leicester 
(7,857 acres), Devon (7,752 acres), Northampton (7,659 acres), 
Gloucester (6,786 acres), and Buckingham (6,488 acres). In the south- 
eastern counties of England aloss of 9,656 acres was sustained, and the 
permanent grass pasture diminished by 5,254 acres in Lancashire, and 
by 8,720 acres in Ayrshire. 

Taking clovers, rotation grasses and permanent grass together, the 
total area mown for hay was 7,182,144 acres, in 1908, compared with 
7,186,970 acres in 1907, and 6,976,482 acres in 1906. The total hay 
area of England in 190S was 25,958 acres less than in 1907, but 
188,018 acres greater than in 1906. For Scotland the 1908 area was 
14,193 acres above that of 1907, and 11,121 acres above that of 1906. 
The figures for Wales show a hay area in 1908 greater by 6,939 acres 
than in 1907, and by 6,523 acres than in 1906. 

Horses. 

The number of Horses used for agricultural purposes, including 
Breeding Mares and Unbroken Horses, declined in 1908 by 10,698 
(0-7 per cent.). The highest total which horses included in theso 
Returns has reached was 1,572,433 in 1905. As the total for 1908 
was 1,545,671, the total reduction in the last three years amounts to 
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26,762. The counties with the greatest losses since 1907 Were Devon- 
shire (1,520), Somerset (1,263) and the West Riding of Yorkshire 
(1,137). In the eastern counties of England and Scotland there were 
small net' gains. 

The whole of the decrease in the total number of horses in 1908 
occurred among unbroken horses one year old and above ; this being 
consequent on the reduction of unbroken horses under one year in 
1907, which was specially referred to in last year’s Report, 

The number of unbroken horses under one year old returned was 
practically the same in 1908 as in 1907, a fact which is satisfactory as 
an indication of at least a temporary arrest of the rather startling 
decline in horse-breeding which the figures of this class in 1907 
appeared to suggest, 

Cattle. 

The total number of all Cattle in 1908 was 6,905,134, being 6,933 
below the total of 1907, and 105,722 below that of 1906, In England 
there was an increase of 10,547, but Wales returned 6,433, and Scotland 
11,047, less. The additions in England were in the eastern, north- 
eastern and midland counties; 5,984 were gained in Shropshire, 4,107 
in Northampton, and 4,048 in Leicester ; the decrease in Lancashire 
was 6,828 and in the West Riding 5,777. In Wales, 3,482 less were 
returned from Carmarthen. In Scotland practically all the decline 
was on the western side south of Inverness, save for a loss of 2,904 in 
Forfar, which was, however, balanced by an increase of 3,019 in 
Haddingtonshire. 

As was the case in 1907, the reduction in the total number of 
cattle in 1908 did not apply to cows and heifers in milk or in calf, 
which increased by 4,534 (0T6 per cent.) to the record figure 
2,763,780. The addition was confined to England, where it amounted 
to 14,228, the. numbers in Wales and Scotland declining by 2,622 
and 7,072 respectively. The increases in England wore chiefly in 
the midland and south-western counties ; in Scotland the losses wei o 
mainly in the south-western counties. Of the total number of cows 
and heifers returned, the proportion in milk on 4th June was 
80 per cent. In Wales and Scotland the proportion in milk was over 
84 per cent., or rather more than 6 per cent., higher than in 
England. 

The number of cattle under one year old increased in 1908 by 
30,717 (2-3 per cent). The more noteworthy additions were in the 
west midland counties, Shropshire having a gain of 3,177, and 
Gloucester 2,833. Fifteen other counties in England and Wales had 
increases exceeding 1,000. In the West Riding a loss of 2,057 was 
recorded, and the number in Scotland was a little lower than in 1907. 

Among cattle over one year old other than cows and heifers, ttuve 
was a total decrease of 42,184, which included reductions of 25,781 
yearlings (2J per cent.) in England, and of 11,450 (12 per cent.) of 
two years old and upwards in Wales. The decrease of yearlings was 
brought forward from the class of cattle under one year old in 1907, 
and was distributed generally throughout England, save in Cambridge, 
Suffolk, Essex, Norfolk, Shropshire and Worcester, the losses being 
greatest in the' south-western counties. The decrease of beasts two 
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years old arid upwards is generally stated to be due to the sales 
caused by increased prices obtained for beef. In some counties the 
enhanced values are stated to have caused larger numbers of yearlings 
to be kept. 


Sheep. 

The number of Sheep in 1908 was 27,119,730, being 1,004,275, or 
3f per cent., higher than in 1907, and the total is higher than in 
an y year since 1899. The increase in England was relatively much 
greater than in Wales and Scotland. Only four counties of England 
returned fewer sheep in 1908 than in 1907. In Lincolnshire the gaih 
was 68,507 (nearly 7 per cent.), in Shropshire 43,759 (nearly 9 per 
cent.), in the East Riding 39,957 (9 per cent.), in Devonshire 39,308 
(4f per cent.), in Gloucestershire 37,696 (10J per cent.) in the North 
Riding 37,398 (5 per cent.), in Herefordshire 34,838 (10 per cent.), 
in Leicestershire 34,541 ( 1 1 per cent.), and in Essex 32,045 (144 per 
oent.). Elocbs in the northern half of Wales increased, but those 
in the southern division declined. Only four counties of Scotland 
returned smaller numbers, and the greatest additions were in Argyll, 
Perthshire, Aberdeenshire and Ross and Cromarty. 

The lambing season was generally favourable, and results were good, 
except in Wales (more especially in South Wales), in some of the 
northern and north-western counties of England, and in the south- 
eastern counties of Scotland. The number of lambs in Great Britain 
on 4th June, 1908, was 273,156 or 2*6 per cent, more than twelve 
months previously. In Wales the numbers were actually lower. The 
greatest proportionate increases were in the eastern and midland 
counties of England. 

. num ber of ewes kept for breeding was higher in each country 
in 1908 than in 1907, the advance for Great Britain as a whole being 
291,949. Only three English counties showed declines of about 500 
ea0 ~- j-° Ur an 4 ^ en Scotch counties returned smaller numbers 

of breeding ewes than in 1907, but in Denbigh there was an increase of 
13,041, in Cardigan 6,789, and in Flintshire 6,457: Inverness-shire 
added 4,308, Roxburgh 3,992, and Aberdeen 3,731. 

The returns of sheep one year and above showed an addition of 84 
per cent. Cumberland, alone in England, had fewer in this class than 
m 1907. _ In Wales there was a decline of less than 1 per cent , and 
all but six of the Scottish counties improved their position in this 
respect. 


Pigs. 

The number of Pigs returned in 1908 was 2,823,482, being 186 716 
°r 7 -1 per cent,, more than in 1907. The rise was confined to England 
and Walos, there being a decrease of 2,850 (about 2 per cent.) in 
bcotland. Sows kept for breeding were 10,791 (2-8 per cent.) fewer 
than in 1907, the decline in their number being general throughout 
Great Britain except in the eastern, south-eastern and east midland 
counties of England. “Other pigs” increased by 197,507 (8-8 per 
cent.), Cumberland, Lancashire, Merioneth and Pembroke alone recording 
losses in England and Wales, 
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Gains and Losses of Live Stock.

On the whole the position of the stock-breeding industry, so far as is 
shown by the Returns in the middle of 1908, may again be regarded 
as satisfactory. Except as regards pigs, the breeding stock has been 
at least maintained, and in the case of cattle and sheep substantially 
increased. The smaller number of “ other cattle ” returned, may be 
attributed to temporary — and, from the farmer’s point of view, profit- 
able — causes, and it entails no permanent loss in the herds of the country, 
while the reduction in unbroken horses must be regarded rather as a 
debit against 1907 than against 1908. Stock owners generally may, 
therefore, be congratulated on maintaining and to some extent improv- 
ing their position during the past year.
